I wou'd not however ſeem to undetſtata 


ir ſo not any thing more in it than what His Highneſs was pleas'd to ſay; 
but I knew very well, that as "ny toe. none is more deat than he that will 
not hear, ſo a Man that will not be ſeen may eafily find ways of avoidin 


it, 9 upon ſuch Circumſtances as the Prince and I were then in, who 


muſt have tollow'd che Motions he wou'd have given me: And therefore 1 
reſolv'd nor to expoſe either His Majeſty's Character or Credit. with his 
Nephew, by making that publick which had paſs*d between the Prince and 
me upon this Subject; but pretending my Health wou*d not ſuffer me to fol- 
low the Prince upon his March, I return'd to Antwerp, and gave His Maje- 


. Ny an Account ot all that had paſs d, who cxtreamly approv'd my Ce nduct 


in ir, and that I preſs*d no further a Point that I faw wou'd not go, and that 
was taken by the Prince, as well as the Count De Monterey, fo differently 
from what His Majeſty expected. e | 
I ſtay'd only a Night at Antwerp, which paſsed with ſo great Thunder and 
Lightning, that I promis'd my ſelf a very fair Day after ir, to go back to 
Rotterdam in the States Yatcht that ſtill attended me. The Morning proved 
ſo, but towards Evening the Sky grew foul, and the Scamen preſagad ill 
Weather, and ſo reſolv'd to he at Anchor belore Bergen op Z en, the Wind 
beig croſs and little. When the Night was fallen as black as ever I faw, it 
ſoon began to clear up with the moſt violent Flaſhes of Lightning, as well 
as Cracks ot Thunder, that I believe have ever been heard in cur Age and 
Climate. This continu'd all Night, and we felt ſuch a fierce Heat from e- 
that the Captain apprehended it u“ fire 
his Ship. But about Eight the next Morning the Wiad chang'd, and came 
up with ſo ſtrong a Gale, that we came to Avterd, m in about Four Hcurs, 
and there found all Mouths full of the Miſchiefs and Accidenrs that the laſt 
Nighc*s Tempeſt had occaſion'd, both among the B ats and che Houſes, by 
the Thunder, Lightning, Hail, or Whirlwinds. Bur the Day after came 
Stories ro the Hague, from all Parts, of ſuch violent Effects as were almc ſt 
incredible. At Amſterdam they were deplorable, many Trees torn up by 
the Roots, Ships ſunk in the Harbour, and Boats in the Canals, Houſes bea- 
tendown ; and ſeveral Pecp'e were ſnarch*d trcomithe Ground as they walk*d 
the Streets, and rhrown into the Canals. But all was filenc*d by the Relari- 
ons from Utrecht, where the Great and Ancient Cathedral was tern in pieces 


by the Violence of this Storm; and the vaſt Pillars of Stone that ſupported 
it were wreath'd like a twiſted Club, having been fo ſtrongly composd and 


cemenced, as rather to ſuffer ſuch a Change of bigure, than break in Feces 
as other Parts of the Fabrick did; hardly any Church of the Tewn eſcaped + 
the Violence ot this Storm, and very few Houſes withour the Marks of it. 
Nor were the Effects of it leſs aſtoniſhing by the Relations from Harce ar d 
Bruſſels, where the Damages were infinite, as well from Whirls inds, I Kun- 
der, and Lightning, as from Hailſtones of predigious Bigneſs. g 

At my Return to the Hague, I had long Converſations with the Perfiener, 
by which I zain'd the Lights neceſſary to diſcover che whole piece Sct ne 
of Affairs, and Palſes of the ſeveral Contederates in what related to the Ge- 
neral Peace. I told him how much His Majeſty was faristy'd wich that he 
had lately made with the States; how much he was refolv'd co contitte ar d 
to cultivate it. How much Reaſon he had co te content with tile Polite 
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that had left him in a Peace with all his Neighbours, while they were all at 


War. That Advancages of Commerce from jt were enough to make him 
Chriflendom, it his Goodneſs = 
and Piery did not prevail more with him than his Intereſts, But r hat theſe, 


trouble himſelf no further about the Peace t 


and the Deſires of a General Good, had perſuaded him to offer his Media- 
tion in the preſent Quarrek. That it had been already accepted by France ; 
and chat o Emperor and Spain had anſwer#d they woud conſider of it in 
Concert with their Allies. That the States Ambaſſadors at London had af- 
Jur'd His Majeſty their Maſters wou'd be pleas*d with ir, and doubred not 
their Conſenr that the Treaty ſhou'd be at London; and that thereupon His 


Majeſty had charg'd me with a Letter to the States, to offer them his Meuia- 


tion. That I cou'd not doubt their accepting it with che beſt Grace that 


cou'd be, for I knew their Intereſt was to have a Peace, and not to diſoblige 


the King, Thar if His Majeſty were partial ro any Side, they ought to be- 
lieve it wou'd be to that wherein his own Nephew was ſo deeply concern*d; 
and the more, becauſe he offer*d his Offices towards a Peace, at a time when 
the Advantages and Preparations for the War ran fo high on the French fide, 
as he doubted the Events might ſhew if it continu'd. That they knew his 
Intereſt wou'd not ſuffer him to fee Handers loſt ; and that confidering what 
had paſs*d, his Honour wou*'d not now ſuffer him to think of preſerving it 
any other-way than by that of a Peace. That he wou'd be glad to fee that 


Country left by che next Peace in a better Poſture of Detence than it was ; 


by the laſt, and the Spaniſh Terrirories lie cloſer and rounder than they were 
then let: That when this ſhou'd be concluded, His Majeſty wou'd be ready 

to enter into. che ſtrongeſt Guatanties they coutd deſire, and m_ with Ho- 
nour enter into a Wat to preſerve it, though he cou'd not to obtain it. The 
Penſioner firſt gave me Thanks for my good Offices in the late Peace, and in 
all che meaſures of Friendſhip that had interceeded between His Majeſty and 


them fince the firſt Breach. He applauded the Rings Reſolution in ſo pions 


and generous an Offer, and acknowledgf*d his Intereſt might lead him to o- 
t her Diſpoſitions. That he doubted not the States Willingneſs to accept it; 


all the Difference wouꝰd be about the time and the manner ot doing it. 4s - 


to this, he ſaid, they eouꝰd not do it without the Communication at leaſt of 
their Allies; bur wou'd immediately give them part of His Majefly*s Offer, 
and the States Diſpoſicions to receive it. That for the Terms of a Peace, as 
to their own Parts they wou'd be content to make His Majeſty che Arbiter of 
it. That they had already recover'd all the Towns they had loſt, except 
. Grave and Maeſtricht, the laſt of which was in me manner engaz*d to 
Spain, when ir ſhou'd be recover*d ; and for che other, they doubred not 


to have à good Account of it very ſoon, Orders being already gone to inveſt 


it. But he doubted whether their Allies wou'td be ſo eaſie in their Expecta- 
tions or Demands ; and that *twas impoſſible for the States to leave them 
who had ſav'd their Country from Ruine, when two ſo great Kings had inva- 
ded em; or to break the Trearics which they had made Offenſive with the 
Emperor, Spain and Brandenburg. That the Terms ſtipulated with Spain 
obligd them to reduce France to the Treaty of the Fyrenees; but only a Re- 
lerve was made by one Article, which was, Unleſs it ſhould orterwiſe be a- 
greed ly Conſent between them. Thar whatever Spain wou“ d be content 
vich, woufd ſatisſie them; though they were dorh equally ſenſible of che 
Deſi ns and Ambition of France, as well as ot their ill Tallent to the Sta tes. 
That they coutd never hope for ſuch another Con juncture, to reduce them 
do uch Bounds and Ifeaſures as might be ſafe to their Neighbours, and t ive

The moſt conſiderable Lofs or Event of this Campaign upon the Rhine, 
was the Death of the young Prince of Brandenburg, who died about the 
End of it at Strasbuyg, of a Feaver fo violent and precipitate, as gave 
Occaſion for the uſual Suſpicions and Diſcourſes that attend the Death 
of ſuch youog Princes as give great Hopes and Fears to their Enemies 
and Friends. This was the more conſiderd for a particular and inti- 
mate Friendſhip between him and the Prince of Orange, Who, though 
Couſin Germans, and engag'd in one common Cauſe, were yet nearer 
yn'd by Likeneſs of 'Humours than of Intereſt, ' and by the Ties of 
ſonal Kindneſs than of Blood; and 1 never knew the Prince of 
Orange more ſenſible of any Misfottune t hat happen'd to him than of this. 
In all the Encounters mention d on this Side, no Forces were oftner 
ſeen, ot more felt, or gain'd more Honour for their Firmneſs and Bra- 
very, than the Engliſh Regiments ſtill remaining in che French Service, 
to whom the Germans attributed wholly Moniicur De Turenne's Succeſſes 
as he did a great deal himſelf.
